I think that a reply to 
thi« larger Inquiry will answer both your own 
and tb* inquiries of many other*. 

I reply — -First, that I think women in thi» state 
of thing* would, a* a general rule, be more epir 
ited in asserting their right* against brutal and 
tyrannies i bnsbands, and that such bnsbend* 
would hare a harder time. Beoond. that there 
will be fewer brutal end tyrannical husbands 
when they come to understand the rights o ( 
their wires as sustained try law and public sen- 
timent. Third, that the great m^joritv of mar- 
riages will be happier than now, becaoae the 
husband will find, and will lore to find. In the 
wile a more intelligent and thoroughly equal 
companion, understanding and sympathizing 
with hitn in those thing* which most interest 
nnd occupy hi* mind. Fourth, thst the advan- 
tages to children will be immensely greater in 
the greater intelligence and higher range of 
thought of the mothers who educate them 

Bat, Mr. Editor, whi’e I make this reply to 
the inquiry, 1 wiah to make a comment upon 
the inquiry itself. That inquiry, eapeciallyin 
it* enlarged form, shoald be addressed, not to 
the advocate* of Woman Halfrage, but to tbose 
opponents of Woman Suffrage, who. like the 
ltev. Dr. BuahueK, are some of the strongest 
advocates of the enlargement of woman's apb ere . 
mid there are very few among the opponents of 
the Suffrage reform who are not either earnest 
and cordial advocates of the enlargement of wo- 
man s industrial and social sphere, or who do 
not conoede the propriety and necessity of snch 
enlargement. We u»ay, therefere, safely assume 
it to be a nettled thing that by nearly universal 
consent, women will be freely admitted into and 
ent-r upon all those industrial occupations that 
upon thorough experiment they shall find them- 
selves adapted to, and for which they can qual- 
ify themselves 


The cases where m vmed women wjj} seek or 
take offloes, the exercise of which will interfere 
with their home duties, will be very few. A wo- 
man* first nflVclion* will always be for her 
home nnd her childrrn. and wr mny safely trust 
her. especially with her higher intelligence and 
range ot thought, to be true to herself and her 
womanhood. 

The writer has been a voter lor thirty years , 
but the time which ha'v been required ot him to 
deposit his ballot or to attend to (hr demands of 
any pul ill b offl'e, would bear no compHrimon 
with the demands made upon the time of our 
lienl women by the calls either of religion or 
philanthropy or ordinary social visit, itior , and 
anv woman could have done all politically that 
be has done without any neglect whatever of 
her horn* duties . and yet the life of the writer 
ha* l*een one of an intense interest and some- 
what active partinimtion in the reformatory poli- 
tics o! In* time, A woman who should practice 
medicine or go into tiade, or drvote heraelt to 
literature or art would lie withdrawn Iron her 
family duties a hundred time* more than the 
wiitet has t ver been by any of his political du 
ties. The s ate of things which I>i Bushoell 
recommends, in which women shall be actively 
engaged in the larger industrial purwniUi of life,

If, in this state of thing*, with 
their large business miriest* to be seriously si- 
footed by taxation and by the financial and po»> 
tioul policy of the country, they nan have no I 
voice whatever in determining what that taxa- 
tion shall be, or bow the money raised by it 
shall be applied, or what the public policy shall 
be. we shall have an intelligent olae* of people 
living nnd«r n perpetual sense of injustice and 
with a dental to them ot the fundamental prin- ! 
ciple* of the government If any one can sup- 
pose that thi* is a better 'stated things than to 
give them the right to vote, be is running 
counter lo *11 our national experience and pro-

Further than tbi*. there t* a moot important 
couaideratim affecting the question that can 
hardly he exaggerated We are told hv those 
who oppose Woman Suffrage that women have 
great power now and can influence onr eleotr <t*»# 
and legislation . and U will he said that thsi in 
finance will he all the greater when they come 
to represent business and capital and political 
intelligence, and thal the* ought to be satisfied 
with this influence Would von be satisfied, 
Mr Editor, it such an influence was all the pari 
yon could have in the public ititeraet* t 1 should 
not.

A bill ia now before the Coancil in CaloatU to 
deal with infanticide. " W# aha) I deal with 
the crime,” any* the government, " a* we have 
dealt with Suttee." ''The marvel ia,’ remark* 
the Bombay pap. r, "that this revolution wu 
not taken twenty or thirty years ago.” In cer- 
tain coromnnitiea of Hajpoota the crime ia prac- 
ticed na a tradition.

In this month*? (>m»*mpor<ary 
Rente tr an article from the pan ol Mina Sophia 
iJobuon Collett. entitled " Indian Theism and 
its Relation to Christianity give* b v*rv good 
sketch of the origin an I olo* -u of the *• Brah- 
ma Komaj, ' or Church of the One (rod This 
church was established by Ramtnobun Roy in 
1830 He was a man greatly before hie age of 
wnom it has had) well said that ‘ in the land 
of his birth he arorre like l solitary star in a 
night of darkness. and in spite of great oppo. 
ration and jwr»u*rution gave a death blow to 
idolatry and wufiervtitiou in Indio. He came to 
England for sympathy and assistance in his 
work, and an is well known, died ol fever in 
Bristol in 1833. From ibat tiro*- till 1847 the 
Brsbmn Komaj roa<le but little progresa. for 
though its doctrine* were intellectual!* accepted 
by the highest minds m the community, they 
were not followed out consistent v in the live# of 
its members who still adhered to the degrading 
and idolatrous usages of the Hindoo worship 
In 1859 w- learn that " Reubub Cb under ben. 
an enthusiastic youth of more than ordinary 
ability joined the Brahma Komaj. and by hia 
devoted and untiring iseal and energy gamed for 
a time a great ascendancy. He advocated the 
consistent carrying out of man; religious re 
forms which the Rralimo* had long t*een di*- 
cuastng He induced Iw-bendm Nath Tagore tc 
perform the marriage ceremony of hia daughter 
without any of the idolstrona ntee usual on 
such occasion*. and introduced *mul*i change* 
into the ntoa observed at child-birth and dnoib 
Tie then urged the adoption of another step for 
abolishing caste distinctions. VH ' that thorn 
who would conduct dmnr service in the ( 'ale nt-

Mins Anthony had lectured in that c*ty only 
the week licfore, and u Mr. Hewrti had aaid he 
could easily answer all her arguments, it wai 
determined to give him a trial and permit the 
pnbiic lo judge. Mr. H. is one of the moil 
popular of the Normal Faculty and ha* alwaya 
attracted attention by hia firm and out apoken 
id ’aa on the tubjrct of Woman Ruffrsge. He 
is of email stature (being about a he«d aborter 
than Mine Anthony) with n broad and wide fore- 
head ; i« quick at rrpari* », happy in il lost ration, 
and a ready debater. Aa Mine Anthony »a rather 
alow of speech, often hesitates in her choice 

01 word* and doe* not deal in any " quipa and 
cmnka " of sarcasm or ** wanton wile* " of wit — 
1 1 wna fully believed by a majority ot the people 
tlmt ahe, ns well as her cause, would be forever 
demolished. 

The audience waa large, the bonne being 
crammed from pit to gallery. President Ed- 
wards of the ■' Normal " waa elected moderator. 
The question for debate van, " la it B**t for 
Women to Vote? ” the question of riqJU being 
wholly omitted The speakers alternated. Mum 
■A. occupying in all, 50 minnlee, and Mr H. 
♦5. Miss Anthony in her opening speech wsa 
somewbaf agitated, snd did not talk with ber 
nenal foroe and calmness -still she made her 
points and enunciated alt igether too many 
trntha tor the Professor to attempt to contro- 
vert, Her arguments sic too well known to 
need s repetition here, snd we only insert the 
points (?) msde by Prof. H. ss a specimen 
of the armaments one henr from the opponents 
ot this movement in the west 

After paying a high compliment to Miss A. ss 
an earnest, true-hearted woman, he nasertrd 
that the majority of women did not wish to 
vole ; Ihst wages were never affected by (he 
ballot, that girls had an even chance with boys in 
getting an education , th«l men were always 
willing to make good laws for women, and in 
fact did make them as rap.dl) ss they became 
Hvilir.ed . that the only new avocation opened 
to woman by the ballot was office -holding, and 
that aonld surelv demoralise her because it had 
the men that there was a radical difference be- 
tween men and women, which made it neces- 
sary for man to hold all the higher offices of 
life and (dace woman In the lower, (this latter 
was only imp/ierf) 1 say ’'he asserted be- 
cause the small matter of proof was wholly over- 
looked j erhsps wisely, for l vary mnch doubt 
all of the shove statements ss susceptible of 
proof. 

It was interesting, as indicative of tbs change 
in public sentiment in the past few years, to 
see how flat bis most telling sentences fell on 
the sndienee. Ills witticisms and sarcasms 
they could and did applaud but his argument 
bad to go twigging On the contrary, while Miss 
Anthony qpnkr she was most applauded when 
she •• made s point ' or hmnght some nes 
ptisse of the question clearly Into View It was 
plain to |*e seen that the people were readier to 
accept the pro's than th# cos's of this question 
and that the sympathy of the sndienee was with 
Miss Anthony, no) because she was a " woman,'

An amendment was offered by Dr. Mcflvame 
of Prineete- College . much discussion follow- 
ed, in which the dogma of the Trinity »»* con- 
spicuous The amendment read “ Resolved. 

It is the right of nations, no less than of iodi 
ridnals, to worship God according to (he Chris- 
tian religion.” At best this is verv ambiguous, 
inasmuch s« Roman Catholicism is a Christian 
religion, no less than Episcopalianism. Presby- 
terian, Universatism. etc.

Hhe find* an imitator ] 
in the hard working wife of some bonest farmer I 
who guard* the bounebold and keeps it in order, 
that the bu*band may do bia man's duly of rili* 
mg the aoil and earuing their bread — and put* 
to ahame the modern fine lady, who “ comber* 
the ground " in nnele** idleuen*. neither doing 
the man'* part of fighting or earning, ot the 
woman * ot helping to bear the hardens of life 

To come down a step in hiatory. we find after 
a time theae men getting together to make 
law*. Now it mu*t be remembered, that the 
fit at men who though: of framing a code of 
low* had no imagination of the modern doc- 
trine that ‘ all men are bom froe and equal.’' 
They lived in a state of society where might 
w»* held almost aa right, where serfs and 
slaves were not thought, to be entitled to any 
protection, and where they made them natural- 
ly for the benefit of the few people of tfietr 
own privileged elaaa. They had regarded wo- 
men i»» weak being*, who were to be protected 
in every way from the many responsibilities of 
life, and they naturally framed their laws so a* 
to make them in all their live* the ward of some 
man who should look attar their interests, take 
car* of them and guard them and their property 
from injury. 

I firmly believe that all these law*, which 
come down to u* from feudal England, bad their 
origin in the kindnes* and plotacting love of men 
rather than in their tyranny. Take, for instance, 
that law cited a* no oppressive which gives the 
father the right of providing for hi* children. I 
and binding them out apprentice*. May we not 
suppose that it wan Iratned rather with a view to 
save the mother fhim the worry of hunting 
up places, ol investigating the claim* of differ, 
ent occupations, than with any thought of plac- 
ing in the hands of the man a poser of wrong 
and injury to his wife and children ? 

That these old laws ate often crnel and op- 
pressive now, must be admitted, for here the 
feudal rystem no longer exists. Hera women aa 
well ns rnen. n* s general rule, must earn then 
own Iriing* and therefore deserve equal protec i 
fton from the laws . here we have no privileged | 
class whose convenience all legislation must be , 
made to suit . but while admitting all this and 
joining heartily in the demand for equal laws i 
and equal politic*! privileges foi both sexes. 1 ! 
must protest against declaring all men to be 
tyrant* because of the existing slate of affairs

A* 
a rule, they have Uftle lennwltniot of wbat i* 
going on tn the great world outside, and lea* 
concern; wrapped up within themselves,/** 
book* or p«per* are employed to increase in- 
telligence. and, in no considerable ~ommunity 
i* intelligence a noticeable feature. I assure you 
There i* a* much passion for display and dress, 
perhaps, a* anywhere else . for tight lacing sod 
pinching *boe* ; for beauty, in form and fea 
ture*, bat generally the •• belle of the village 
i* regarded, by one from tbe north, a« remark 
ably plain and unattractive 

There i# no real beauty here, though thia i* 
no fault of nature I have seen young Iodic* of 
twenty, whose feature* and symmetry of form 
would make New England la die* the admired 
of all admirers, who obaolulcly are lepuhnve to 
the lover of true beauty, an ex praam on let* 
and lifeless are tney.
